Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication is a Blu-ray Disc containing a feature previously examined and classified in 
35mm film format by the Office of Film and Literature Classification. The 35mm film version 
(OFLC No. 0901184) was classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years. This was because of how the film 
treats matters of violence, horror, and sex, and because of its use of highly offensive language. 
The descriptive note was “Violence, horror, sex scenes and offensive language”. This decision 
was registered on 4 September 2009. 

The Blu-ray Disc has components not present in the 35mm film version: an “Extended Version” 
of the feature; “Deleted Scenes” showing outtakes related to the feature, some of which have 
been included in the “Extended Version”; and a “Gag Reel” of humorous outtakes and some 
behind-the-scenes footage. The Disc also includes brief commercial notices. The “Theatrical 
Version” of the Jennifer’s Body feature on the Disc presents as identical to the version previously 
classified, but is 0 min 56 sec longer than the 35mm film version. This difference in running time 
is likely to be because of inconsistencies in mnning speed between the two media. There is some 
minor additional sexual, violent, horrific and criminal material in the other components of the 
Blu-ray disc, including in the "Extended Version" of the feature. 

This additional material does not provide grounds to alter the classification from that given to the 
original publication, or the descriptive note.
